Gaemlich is 
an old settler, leads a lonely life and is by 
many considered deranged in money matters. 
During the trial he made several extraordi­ 
nary statements, which, taken in considera­ 
tion with the proved genuineness of the re­ 
ceipt, led the jury to render a verdict tully 
clearing the defendant, Edgerton, of the 
charge. The result of the trial has been a 
complete vindication of Edgerton.

A NAUTICAL GHOST. 
L ondon, December 23d.—A nautical ghost 
has just appeared off the shores of Ireland, 
which needs to be introduced. A short time 
before the Land League movement first took 
shape openly, the Government received a 
genuine fright from the announcement tbat a 
ship, supposed to be loaded with American 
firearms, had been boarded in Queenstown 
harbor by a number of masked men, who 
carried off several boxes of v eapens, but left 
everything else undisturbed. 
There was 
foundation enough for the story to warrant 
an official investigation, and a few 
mysterious arrests were made ; but nobody 
was ever brought to trial, and the 
matter wrs finally allowed to drop 
This vessel was the Norwegian ship Juuu, 
Captain Carlson, and it was said that she was 
bound for New York. The same eraft has 
again appeared in Irish waters, and has again 
become the cause of intense official commo­ 
tion. On Wednesday, while her crew were 
unloading, or preparing to unload, a cargo in 
Limerick, the Juno was seized by the cus­ 
toms authorities and put in charge of a force 
of marines and artillery. The vexsel was 
towed to a receivirg dock, and her cargo, 
which was again suppoafd to be made of 
American firearms, will be transferred to the 
Government ordnance stores. Officers say 
the Juno was seized only for the purpose of 
preventing another such a raid as that in 
Queenstown harbor.

THE SWUDLIaG FIELD. 


GEORGE ELIOT. 


The New York Stock Exchange has just 
succeeded in bringing to grief a swindling 
firm which has been fleecing the public for 
more than a year, and which is believed to 
have received and made away with not 
less than $200,000. The method of opera­ 
tion appears to have been s ugularly in­ 
artistic and clumsy, yet it proved to be 
quite adequate. The firm pretended that 
it had a mysterious means of ascertaining 
beforehand any rize and fall in the stock 
market, and on the strength of this pre­ 
tense it invited the public to deposit money 
in its hands, to be invested under these 
favorable auspices. And though the swin­ 
dle was almost a naked one, it seem, that 
the gulls flocked gteedily to the lure, 
and despite repeated warnings from the 
Stock Exchange, insisted on depositing 
their money. In view of this and similar 
cases it may with reason be asked whether 
it is possible to protect the public against 
the consequences of their own credulity. 
It would almost seem that there must be 
people so S’.liy that if the crop of swindlers 
ran out they would begun to throw their 
money away upon the streets. It is in 
vain that stringent laws are passed, that 
frequent exposures are made, that the press 
ventilates every new roguish device as 
soon as it is put in operation. The gulls 
go on walking into the traps which are set 
for them, and the chances aro that if any 
one tries to warn them of the danger th sy 
are incurring they will only reseat the in­ 
terference as impertinent. It was a favor­ 
ite theory of Thackeray that certain peo­ 
ple were born to be swindled, and certain 
others to swindle them ; and that it was 
therefore perfectly useless to try to save 
the pigeons from the clutches of the 
hawks. Such cases as the above give ad­ 
ditional plausibility to this notion, and sug­ 
gest the wisdom of letting the pigeons 
alone to encounter their destiny as best 
they may. 
IMITATIVE CRIMES. 
It is well known that there is a 6trong 
tendency towards the imitation of peculiar 
crimes and modes of suicide. In the latter 
case it has sometimes been found necessary 
to prohibit the ascent of public monu­ 
ments, because it had become epidemic to 
jump from them. Several years ago a pair 
of French lovers fastened themselves to­ 
gether with ribbons and then threw them­ 
selves from a certain bridge into the Seine, 
and in a short time three or four other 
couples followed suit. An illustration of 
this imitative tendency has just occurred 
in San Francisco. The other day Pearson 
3nd his wife poisoned themselves with 
laudanum. Forty-eight hours later an­ 
other pair of lovers adopted precisely the 
same means of shuffling off their mortal 
coiL We do not know whether the stran­ 
gling of Frederica Drell was suggested by 
the manner in which Wheeler killed his 
sister-in-law, but it is by no means im­ 
probable. The fact is that there are fash­ 
ions in murder and suicide, as any one can 
prove by carefully examining the details 
of such crimes for a considerable period. 
THE OKLAHOMA RAIDERS. 
The Oklahoma raiders must certainly be 
possessed of a good deal of determination, 
for they appear to have settled themselves 
down for the winter among the snows on 
tbe borders of the Indian Territory. Such 
a campaign would be bad enough if their 
prospects were good, but with the cer­ 
tainty that they will be driven ont of the 
Indian country a» soon, as they enter it, 
their c lurse demands an amount of resolu­ 
tion not otten encountered. 


The death of Mrs. Cross, far better known 
under litr nom de plume of George Eliot, 
terminates a literary career the best fruit3 
of which have long been in the possession 
of the world. It cannot in her case, as in 
that of several authors who have died in 
the maturity of their powers, be assumed 
that literature has sustained an irreparable 
loss, for her latest novels gave evidence 
that the stylo and quality which achieved 
her reputation had been so overlaid with 
the deductions of a subtle philosophy as to 
have lost their chief interest for the pub­ 
lic. In this connection it is in order to 
express the opinion that her association 
with George Lewes seriously injured her 
literary character. He was a bom meta­ 
physician, and the researches to which his 
latter year3 were devoted, and which 
find expression in his unfinished work 
entitled “ Problems of Life and Mind,” 
appear to have been so fully absorbed 
by his companion that in writing 
“ Daniel Deronda,” and still more in her 
last work, “ Theophrastus Such,” the vein 
of speculative thought quite frequently 
clogged the flow of the story to the extinc­ 
tion of interest. It was the fashion to 
praise everything George Eliot wrote, and 
so “ Daniel Deronda” met with a suffi­ 
ciently cordial reception both from the 
critics and the public. But it may be 
doubted whether many readers ever laid 
down the book without feeling that they 
had been inveigled into the study of meta­ 
physics under the guise of fiction, and 
that both the fiction and the philosophy 
would have beeu better had they been kept 
apart. To understand the reputation of 
George Eliot, and to appreciate her real 
power, we must set aside these later crea­ 
tions of her wearying brain, aud turn to 
her earlier works. It is here, in the charming 
‘ Scents from Clerical Life,” in “ Adam 
Bede,” “ The Mill on the Floss,” and “ llom" 
ola,” that we find her at her best. “ Middle- 
march ’ is no doubt an excellently written 
novel, but even here are to be traced the 
indications of that new and more pro­ 
found line of thought which, however 
precious to tbe few, will still for a long 
time to come be “ caviare to the gen­ 
eral.” In the whole range of English lit­ 
er ature we can think of but one short story 
worthy to be compared with George Eliot’s 
“ Silas M arner” and “ Janet’s Repent­ 
ance 
and that one story is the “ Vicar of 
Wakefield.” In “ Silas Marner,” how­ 
ever, there is a pathos, a tenderness, a 
subtle grace and a su.gestiveness, which 
are by no means so strongly displayed in 
Goldsmith’s masterpiece. In “ Adam Bede” 
the author ventured upon a wider field, 
aud here she exhibited that wonderful 
¡Dsight into the springs of character, that 
rare faculty of vivifying her impersona­ 
tions, which at once marks her work as 
that of original genius. It was not until 
she had published “ Romola,” however— 
one of the most exquisite and at the same 
time powerful novels extant—that the pe­ 
culiar sadness of her philosophy began to 
be recognized. She was a Necessitarian of 
the sternest and most uncompromising 
type, and he who reads her books with 
awakened insight will perceive how faith­ 
fully yet artistically they illustrate her be­ 
lief that we are all but puppets driven here 
and there by the consequences of constitu­ 
tional defects which we cannot master, and 
that our most thoughtless acts are a3 likely 
as not to lead up to the most tremendous 
results. 
With the pitiless precision of an anato­ 
mist, yet with the instinctive grace of a 
true artist, she portrays human frailty in 
ail its complex manifestations. She deals 
with every passion which sways us, and 
exhibits her characters, not as the common 
ethics of fiction would represent them, 
but as, given such and such traits, they 
mast have been. A striking illustration 
of this occurs in the “ Mill on the Floss” 
and another in “ Romola.” Iu the catas­ 
trophe of Maggie and Tom Tulliver, and 
in the tragedy of Tito, we feel that if the 
sentiment and prejudices of the reader are 
defied, yet we are introduced to the neces­ 
sary end of what has gone before. An 
ordinary novelist would have saved Maggie 
Tulliver, and perhaps have spared Tito, 
but if we desire to know how true was 
the artistic judgment of George Eiiot in 
these cases we have only to turn to 
Shakespeare's treatment of Cordelia and 
Lear. 
Some thick-witted adapter of 
Shakespeare to the stage once committed 
the enormity of saving these characters, 
and closing the play with the happy resto­ 
ration of Cordelia to her father’3 arms. 
It was the blunder of a tyro. Shakespeare 
understood Lis art, and however our 
hearts may bleed at the awful tragedy of 
the old king’s death, we are compelled to 
echo the touching words of Edgar :

The genius of George Eliot, like that of 
Shakespeare, was far above the petty de­ 
vices of the common novelist. Her aim 
was to depict life, not a3 it might be if all 
things were as men wish them, but as it 
is. She_ was constantly expressing the 
mournful conclusiou of the Psalmist, that 
all is vanity and vexation of spirit. In 
her stories weakness wa3 as fatal as crime, 
just as it is in life. Her characters stand 
or fall by their own deserts, and Blie al­ 
lows them no advantage. It is because of 
this stern realism that her plots strike us 
as being so terribly genuine. Her descrip­ 
tive powers, her brilliant wit, her mastery 
of provincial manners and ways of thought, 
all lend fascination to her pages. We are 
not concerned with her private life, which 
we may be sure had its sufficiency of sor­ 
row, for true genius never yet was happy, 
and George Eliot seems to have scorned 
conventions almost too fiercely for her 
own comfort. But she has had no peer in 
literature, and she leaves no equal behind 
her. Her works will confer upon her the 
only immortality in which she believed, 
and they will be read long after the world 
has ceased to interest itself about the life 
of the author.

The C onkllng.Iiuynrd Affair. 
N ew Y ork, December 23d.—The Evening 
Post's Washington correspondent has inter­ 
viewed ex-Seeretury Boutwell respecting the 
Phelps, Dodge A Co. case, brought into 
prominence by the Conkling-Bayard affair. 
He said Dodge himself first informed him of 
the charge against the house of Dodge, aud 
said if any duties had not been paid it was 
ou account of ignorance and not intention. 
He wished to make a settlement without 
publicity. Boutwell told him it was impos­ 
sible, and would be unwise, as the Treasury 
accounts were open to inspection, and it 
would be found out in time; that any at­ 
tempt at secrecy would fasten on his firm an 
irredeemable stain. If ignorance was the 
only cause, the tase had better be tried in 
Court and the fact be brought out, and then 
the Secretary of the Treasury could remit 
their personal penalties, and the firm would 
be absolved from all ground of censure. Mr. 
Dodge went away, leaving the impression 
that he would follow this advice, but soon 
the firm began to make efforts for a settle­ 
ment with which he (Boutwell) had no con­ 
nection. The firm never signed a paper con­ 
fessing their guilt. 
W ashington, December 23d.—Bayard has 
written another letter in reference to his con­ 
troversy with Senator Conkling, ex-Secretary 
Boutwell, General Arthur and Judge Noah 
Davis. lie says he did not say §271,000 was 
wrongfully taken from Phelps. Dodge fe Co., 
and that Arthur, Cornell, Laflin and Jayne 
were concerned in it, and received their share 
under the moiety system, and that Conkling, 
as their attorney, also received part of the 
money. He denies again ever having said 
that Conkling, Boutwell and Arthur were 
present when the money was paid over, and 
was divided among themselves.

W ash in g to n , December 23d.—A delega­ 
tion of twelve Sioux Indian chiefs and head 
men from the Lower Brule Agency reached 
Washington last night, in charge of Captain 
Dougherty, United States army, acting 
Agent for the Crow Agency. Their business 
here is to conduct negotiations with repre­ 
sentatives of the several lines of railway rela­ 
tive to granting the right of way through 
their reservation. They will also confer with 
the delegation from the Cheyenne Agency, 
who came here last week on similar burir.ess. 
To-day, in company with Secretary Schurz, 
they called at the White House and paid a 
brief vi-it to President Hayes, who was in­ 
troduced and shook hands with them all.

Death of “ George E liot.”

seized with a sudden chill which attacked her 
in the larnyx on Sunday last. She had 
shortly before the attack received several 
friends, who had left her apparently in good 
health and spirits. The attack, however, did 
not give serious cause for alarm until 6 
o’clock last evening. 
Dr. Andrew Clark 
then discovered that the pericardium wm 
seriously affected, and pronounced her case 
almost hopeless. 
On the 6ch of May last 
deceased was married as Miss Marion Evans 
to John Cross, of Weybridge, Surrey, a mer­ 
chant in this city. 
The Boers and the B ritish . 
D urban, -December 23d.—It is reported 
that an action has occurred with the 
Boers at Middleburg, and that 200 soldiers 
were killed and 50 taken prisoners. 
L ondon, December 23d.—'The Governor of 
Natal telegraphs from Pctermarirzburg to­ 
day that the number of Boers in the field is 
estimated at 4,000, and it is thought they 
cannot hold together. It is rumored that the 
Boers made an attack on the British camp at 
Patcbefstroom, and were repulsed with loss. 
The Boers have issued a proclamation in ths 
name of the Government Volksraad, and 
have written to Major Lanyon expressing re- 
Bpect for the Queen and the British flag, and 
a desire to avoid war, but are determined to 
assert their independence, and requesting 
Major Lanyon to surrender the Government 
without resistance.

Standerton is being hastily fortified 
by the Loyalists. Every hour brings news of 
the extension of the rising. The Boers 
threaten to attack Utrecht. Fifteen Loyal­ 
ists at Walkershoom and five at Utrecht 
have been threatened with death.

St. Nicholas, Bishop of Myra, A. D. 
326, or 342 3, was born at Patera in Lycia, 
and early distinguished himself by his ex­ 
ercises of devotion, charity and obedience. 
After living in seclusion as Abbot of a 
monastery several years he was chosen 
Bishop of Myra, in which high calling he 
became noted for his humility and zeal 
and active benevolence. He became one of 
the most popular saints of Christendom ; 
is invoked as the protector of sailors, and 
as the patron saint of schoolboys. Many 
legends and miracles are related of him. 
The following are those by which he is 
best known : A nobleman, being reduced 
to poverty, contemplated abandoning his 
three daughters to a sinful course as the 
only means of keeping them from starva­ 
tion ; but Nicholas, hearing of this, went 
to his house secretly three nights in suc­ 
cession, and, by throwing in at the window 
at each visit a purse of gold, saved them 
from infamy. During a dreadful famine 
Nicholas went about from town to town 
visiting aud consoling his flock, and 
upon one occasion he took up his abode 
with a man who was accustomed, during 
the scarcity, to steal little children, and 
serve up their salted remains to bis guests. 
He set such a dish before ¡St. Nicholas, 
who at once perceived the crime, and, 
charging his host with it, went to the tub 
where the mutilated remains of the chil­ 
dren were kept in brine, and, by making 
the sign of the cross over them, restored 
them to life. It is in accordance with 
these two legends that he is generally rep­ 
resented, viz., in full episcopal costume, 
and cither having three purses or three 
balls of gold in his hands, at his feet, or 
carried on a book ; or else standing, with 
upraised hand, before a tub, whence three 
naked children arc raising up with hands 
clasped in prayer. Altliough, according 
to the Anglican calendar, .St. Nicholas’ 
day is marked for December fit'n, yet he is 
almost universally regarded as the patron 
saint of Christmas, and the popular abbre­ 
viation of his name into Santa Klaus, or 
Claus, attests the prevalence of his popu­ 
larity as connected with the great festival 
of the religious year.

THL BIGAMY CASE. 


CoutinuaUon of th e E xam ination—Testi­ 
m ony for Defense an d in R ebuttal. 


The exam ination before Judge Denson of 
the case of Ge ree E. Landes, charged with 
bigamy, w. s resumed a t half-past 10 yester­ 
day morning. 
The GVmri-iooin was closely 
filled, and the attendance and interest con­ 
tinued uudiminished until the adjournm ent, 
which iook place after 5 o’clock last evening. 
Testimony for the defense was continued as 
follow s: 
•T. A. Gould testified th at he is a farmer 
near R jseville and Clerk of School Board of 
the 
district 
in 
which 
M r. 
I.andeB 
taught, in tho vicinity of Antelope. 
Landes 
boarded at house of witness’ father, and was 
there everv Sunday. 
I t wras in 1870, but 
could not fix the exact tim e of year. 
Phillip Dipple testified th at he taught the 
school a t Antelope in 1879. and that Mr. 
Landes took his place as teacher one month 
while he (Dipple) was on vacation. 
I t was 
in the m onths of October and November, 
1879. 
M r. Landes was during th at time al­ 
m ost constantly in the vicinity of Antelope. 
H e knew this from the fact th at he (Landes) 
was a member of the D rytown L iterary So­ 
ciety, and attended its meetings regularly in 
O ctober and until November 8, 1879. 
W it­ 


n e s s bad examined the minutes of the society 
and refreshed his memory. 
(The object of 
this testimony is to rebut th at of the prose­ 
cution, th at Mr. Landes took Mrs. Finn to 
Brighton on a Sunday in this part of 1879, 
when the so-called marriage ceremony is said 
to have taken place.) 
H . Dixou of E lk Grove testified that he at­ 
tended school Jan u ary and February, 1880, 
and roomed with defendant. 
D uring those 
two mouths Landes was never out evenings— 
no t an evening ; he was certain. 
He sup­ 
posed Landes was at school during the day. 
J . C. Gould was again recalled to th« stand 
at:d f pA'iied th at during October and Novem­ 
ber, 1879, M r. Landes was at all the meetings 
of the Drytown Literary Society. 
C. M . Foote testified th a t he went two or 
three times to Antelope with M r. Landes to 
aPend the Lyceum. 
Lincoln M cDonald called—Is a nephew of 
George E. L u ’dea sud 15 years old. 
Lived 
a t home in 1879, at A. H . M cDonald’s. Mrs. 
Finn lived there in 1S79. 
George Landes 
did not lire there. 
H e stayed there one 
night after November 15th. 
He and witness 
slept down stairs, and Mrs. Finn slept in an 
adjoining room and witness' sister slept with 
her. 
W itness 
knew- 
th at 
Mr. Landes 
remained in. his bed all n ig h t; could not have 
m o'od without his knowledge. 
H egave with 
much 
minuteness his knowledge of this 
faci, and also that M rs. Finn, and his sister, 
9 years old, oceupi'd the other room ex- 
chu-ively. 
H e testified th at defendant also 
stayed there one night during State F air 
tim e, in September previous, when the same 
arrar.i ernents and exclusiveness were dis­ 
tinctly remembered to have been observed in 
regard, to tl.e rooms occupied. 
H e also got 
up fir.-, in the morning after both these occa­ 
sion.-, and Mrs. Finn got up immediately 
thereafter, before his sister, who slept with her 
did. or M r. Linde*. The witness wassubiected 
toquite an extended cross examination as to his 
reason for remembering about those particu­ 
lar dates. 
Mrs. A. H . M cDonald testified: Am a 
sister to George E. Landes, and reside on L, 
between 
Twenty-first and Twenty tecond 
-tree!. ; am acquainted with Mrs. Finn ; she 
c u n ” to work tor me about the 15th of April, 
187‘ * ; .“he worked until about the middle of 
Ju ly f 'lowing for wages, and after that, 
un!; 
December, 
1S79. she 
remained at 
sufferance; I let her stay simply so she 
should 
not 
be 
turned 
out 
of 
doors. 
W itness gave sim ilar testimony to th at of her 
son. in th a t M r. Landes only stayed over 
night twice at. her house while Mrs. Finn 
lived 'here, and th at the arrangement in re 
gare 
sleeping was as he testified. 
She was 
very - o-itive upon this point. 
Continuing 
her testim ony she said : George came to our 
house very frequently for a time, but after­ 
wards not so often. 
W hen he came there he 
did not pay any particular attention to Mrs. 
Finn, and treated her only as any man would 
treat a servant gill. 
H e would speak to her, 
pa?, .ha time of day as he went through the 
r 
no. but th at was all. 
1 heard while she 
lived there th at she was engaged to George. 
M y daughter told me th a t M rs. Finn had 
told h r so. 
I said nothing about it to her, 
nor referred to it in 
any manner until 
one day : f erwards. 
She came into my 
room and told me that she felt like the last 
ros 
f summer. 
I icm arked, “ Yes, and I 
understand the last rose of summer is about 
to be plucked ” 
We then talked over the 
m a tte r about the engagement, and she asked 
me it 1 would he angry if they should be 
m arried, and I told her no; th at if George 
wished to m arry her it was his own look o u t; 
th at he, and not I, would have to live with 
her. 
I told her she was foolish to m arry 
him, as he could not support her. 
She said 
they were not going to be married under two 
years, sod I replied th at if they were m ar­ 
ried two years henee I would cook their wed­ 
ding breakfast. 
Mrs. Finn, while living at 
my house, went occasionally to her mother's 
on Sundays, but she never stayed but twice 
till night, and then her folks brought her 
i • ne. 
Cross-examination—There were hut two 
Sundays wiren Mrs. Finn came back from 
her m other’s after night. 
I t was only dusk 
when she came back. 
We hadn't lighted the 
lamps yet. 
The hired man and Mrs. Finn's 
sisters were with her when she came those 
nights. 
M y brother George only treated her 
as a servant when he came there during her 
stay. 
I mean he treated her respectfully but 
was not intim ate with her. She ate at the same 
table with us but waited upon the table. 
On the first day of this examination Dr. Oat- 
n u n told me th at he didn’t know the defend­ 
ant, when he came to the office on the 4-.li of 
A u g u st; th at he never saw him before nor 
since; that'his resemblance to F. L. Landes 
was sufficient to enable him to see it was my 
brother, and th at M rs Finn told him who it 
avas shat called. 
I have not talked with the 
atternevs anything whatever about the case, 
nor w ith the defendant or anyone else. 
Flora M cDonald, 9 years old. daughter of 
the last witness, testified briefly, her testi 
m oi'v being in reference to her sleeping with 
Mrs. Finn while she lived a t their house 
J . H . W olf, step father, and Mrs. Wolf, 
m other of the defendant, testified to the 
effect th at in the fall of 1879 M r. I ,andes 
went to Antelope »nd tiu ^ h t school a month. 
W hile there teaching l e came home Sattir- 
dsy's and retnrned Sundays. 
M bile in the 
city he was home tig h ts generally before 10 
o'clock. 
H e roomed in their house. 
A lter 
he 
returned from 
A ntelope he attended 
school a t the Brothers College. 
H e went to 
the 
college 
between 8 and 
9 in 
the 
morning. 
Came home to lunch at noon 
and 
returned 
at 1 in 
the 
afternoon. 
H e 
wa3 
generally 
a t 
home 
nights 
studying. 
H e was out bu t a few nights. 
D idn't know there was any attachm ent be­ 
tween him and Mrs. FiDn. 
H e was at home 
on A ugust 4, 1889, until 1 P. M , and then 
away a short time, preparatory to going to 
W oodland. 
Came back about -1 P M. and 
gc.t his baggage and left for the depot. 
Did 
not see him any more until he came back 
from W oodland afterwards. 
M rs. .Julia A. Finn was called by the de­ 
fense nnd testified : George Landes slept at 
m y house the night before he went to Wood­ 
land. H e stayed to breakfast and went away 
abcnt S o’clock. 
H e came on A ugust 4th, in 
the afternoon, and then came back in the 
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evening. 
I weqt to Dr. Oatman on the day 
he went to Woodland. 
* 
The Court asked the witness wbat, if any­ 
thing, M r. Landes ever did tow ard her sup­ 
port. 
She replied: W hen I lived over Mr. 
Russell’s store he helped me to pay m y rent; 
don’t remember how much he_ helped. 
On 
one occasion he gave me *84, which I paid for 
th at m onth’s rent. 
A t other times he would 
give me small amounts. 
He did not buy me 
clothing, bat gave me small amounts, and I 
paid it for w hat I needed. 
I used to go into 
his pccketB sometimes and help myself, if I 
found some. 
H e did not have veiy much 
money. 
One time when I aDfed him for some 
money be said he wanted it to buy cigarettes 
with, and I told him he’d better let me have it. 
Don’t think he ever gave me S10 in all. 
H e 
told me before we were married th at he had a 
bank account of 83,000. 
A short tim e before 
he went to W oodland he said he was going to 
build me a house, and he and my sisters went 
to look for a lot. 
H e was going to pay for it 
on the building loan plan. 
W hen he came 
from W oodland after he had beeD there little 
over a month, I asked him for sotne money, 
and he said he had been sick three weeks 
and didn’t teach, and hadn’t money enough 
to pay his board over there. 
The next time 
he came over he said m y publishing the birth 
of 
m y 
child 
had 
made 
nim 
lose 
his school and he had no money. 
George E. Landes, defendant, testified : 
H ave known M rs. Ju lia A. Finn since a 
year ago last July. 
No relation whatever 
exists between us. 
1 was never m arried to 
her. 
No such pretended marriage as she 
states ever took place. 
I went out w ith Mrs. 
Finn to her m other's on Sunday, September 
28, 1879. 
M et her at E ast Park because I 
had to get my horse first. 
I m et her a t the 
park by appointm ent. W iiile at her m other’s 
I arranged to come down town and get a 
horse and buggy and go out and bring her iu 
and I did so, and left her within a short dis­ 
tance of my sister’s. 
I t was 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon when I left her there. 
I then took 
the horse and buggy home—to the Telegraph 
Stables, a rd took my horse and immediately 
left for Antelope. 
This is the Sunday 
she testifies th at we wont out and were m ar­ 
ried at Justice Foster’s. 
I didn’t take her on 
the Brighton road, and only down from her 
mother’s, near the American river railroad 
bridge, to town. 
I never promised to take 
her as my wife and was never engaged to her. 
I never talked over the subject ot marriage 
with her. 
I never held any improper rela­ 
tions w ith her at an}- of the places where bhe 
has lived, and as she has testified. 
W e never 
assumed the relation of husband and wife as 
stated by her. 
I did not remain with her 
over night on A ugust 4th, the day before I 
went to W oodland. 
I was not there th at 
night. 
The Foster certificate of m arriage was 
shown to witness, when he continued : 
The 
first time I ever saw that was in D. E . Alex­ 
ander’s office. 
I heard 
he had it and 
some letters which it was claimed L wrote, 
and I went there and saw them. 
The w rit­ 
ing in the certificate is not mine ; I don’t 
know the persons whose names are a t the 
bottom of i t ; don’t know who wrote i t ; I 
never gave it to Julia, nor to any one ; never 
showed it to any one, nor stated that she was 
my wife, nor called her so ; don’t know why 
she should bring this suit against me ; there 
never was any trouble between us, until she 
came over to Willow-slough school-house and 
shot three or four times at me ; she came 
there then and said something about a prom­ 
ise I had made to m arry her, and I told her 
I did not know when any such idea came into 
her head ; she said I had promised to marry 
her, and, from the relations we had sustained, 
I ought to, and referred to her little child, 
which she said was m utually ours; 1 started to 
leave her, and, when a short distance from 
her, she commerced firing. 
I went back and 
took tie pistol from her after she had shot 
three times, and then she drove away. 
I 
remember borrowing the revolver of Jam es 
Aiken. 
I went down into the country at th at 
time, and saw Miss H ack when I w¿as gone. 
I did not say to Mrs. F inn’s child before 
Mr. Aike», “ Come to papa,” and never 
kiised Mrs. Finn’s youngest child. 
W hen I 
w ent to the Brothers’ College I went at 8 in 
the morning and stayed till 12 ; returned at 1 
and stayed till from 3 to 5 o’clock. 
I took 
private lessons in English and L atin gram ­ 
mar, in which I recited after regular hours. 
I did not go to see Mrs. Finn on the 4th of 
August last, nor ou th a t night. 
I was a t my 
mother’s on A ugust 4th uutil 1 p. it., and 
then went over n my brother’s about a half 
an h o u r; then went back to m other’s, and 
«bout 4 o’clock in the afternoon took my bag­ 
gage to the depot. 
After th at I went to the 
Golden Eagle and took a room and stayed 
all nig h t; went there between 5 and 6 o’clock; 
got my supper on J street; I stayed'there 
because I had made arrangements w ith pres­ 
ent wife to meet me there from Freeport the 
next morning, which she d id ; we were m ar­ 
ried there in a private parlor up .stairs that 
day, which I took light next to the room I 
slept in th at n ig h t; they com m unicated; 
we only used the parlor th at day ; I wrote 
two of the letters exhibited here, which 
are dated a t Antelope ; don’t think I wrote 
the o th ers; don’t know why I addressed 
Mrs. Finn as “ M y D arling” and “ Dearest 
J u lia ;” we were not particularly loving to 
each other ; I did not write any of the letters 
from Weortland which have been p ut in evi­ 
dence ; I did not go to Dr. Oatman’s and en­ 
gage him to attend to Ju lia in her sickness; 
1 did not tell Ju lia’s sister th at 1 would direct 
letters to her for Julia, and never did so ; I 
did not send any medicines by her to J u lia ; 
on the morning of August 5th Alice Town­ 
send was passing the Golden Eagle and told 
me Julia was sick and th at she had a pre­ 
scription to get tilled, but had no money ; I 
took the prescription and got it filled, paid 
for it and handed it to h e r; th at’s all there 
was 
of 
i t ; 
I 
was r.ot requested, 
so­ 
licited 
nor 
compelled 
to 
m arry 
Miss 
Hack, but did so of my free choice. [Counsel 
for prosecution accepted this as correct, and 
expressed high regards for the lady from all 
they had heard in regard to her. ] 
The de­ 
fendant was subjected to a cross-examination, 
during which he was called upon to spell sev­ 
eral words which occurred in the W oodland 
letters, with a' view to ascertain whether he 
would spell th “in in the same m anner as they 
there appeared. 
The following are the words 
he was asked tospellandasspelled: “ W idow,” 
“ .Allice,” “ loansome,” “ terrible,” “ damn.” 
H e 
was 
also 
called 
upon 
to 
write 
several 
words, 
when 
he 
objected 
to 
further 
examination 
in 
such 
manner. 
His counsel also interposed and argued that 
the counsel for the prosecution had no right 
whatever to cross examine the witness only 
by [leruoission or courtesy of defendaut, or 
his counsel, Rnd they did not wish it to go 
any further, as it was only consuming time, 
and an improper mode of examination was 
being pursued. 
The Court held th at while defendant could 
not have been compelled to go upon the 
stand and testify in the first place, yet, since 
he has seen fit to lie placed upon the stand, 
he is subject to the same cruss-examinatiou 
as any other witness. 
Some words were then written liy Mr. 
Landes upon further cross-examination, and 
the paper containing them placed iu evi­ 
dence. 
Cross-examination resumed—W hile Mrs. 
F ina lived over M r Russell’s (tore I went 
there to see her perhaps once a week. 
I did nut testify on 
the examination of 
Mrs. Finn the other day at Woodland, that 
the reasou I went to see her while I was here 
was because I was giving her private lessons. 
I did not go to see M rs. l'ln n v.hen I came 
over from W oodland after the birth of her 
child. 
I t is not true th a t I made such a call, 
and when told th at its name was George 
E m m ett Landes, replied th at if th a t was its 
name it would be a brick. 
I paid §1, I be­ 
lieve, for the accommodations at the Golden 
Eagle for the night of the 4th of A ugust and 
the next day. 
1 only paid for the rooms, 
and got my meals elsewhere. 
Mrs. George E. Landes (formerly Miss 
Emma Hack) testified : W as married to 
George E . I.andes on the 5th of August. 
1SS0. 
Saw him first on that day about 9 A. 
M., at the Golden Eagle Hotel. 
Was mar­ 
ried at that hotel in a private parlor on that 
day at about 11 o’clock A. M. 
W e went to 
Woodland on the 7 o'clock train that night. 
A t this point the defense rested their case. 


TESTIMONY IN REBUTTAL. 
F. A. Hornblower testified : Am proprie- 
ror of the Golden Eagle Hotel. 
(The hotel 
register was presented to him.) 
H e exam­ 
ined it and said he found the name of “ G. 
E. Landes, Sacramento,” there cn the 4th of 
August, but could not say whether he stopped 
there at that time, but should say not, as 
there is no room assigned to him. 
I keep 
a cash-book, 
which shows all 
receipts, 
and there is no account of anything received 
from him ; if he had stopped there and had a 
room on the night of August 4th my cash 
book would show it, and the register would 
also Rhow that a room was assigned to him. 
but there’s no evidence of it npon either ; I 
have no recollection about this matter, ex­ 
cept that I remember he was there on a cer­ 
tain day and was married to Miss Hack; 
number 36 is a suite of rooms, and I see it 
was assigned to E Hack on the 5th of Au­ 
gust, and to the best of my knowledge she had 
the room on that day and was married there. 
K. B. Carson testified: 
Am clerk at the 
Golden Eagle Hotel and was in August la st; 
know Mr. Landes: he bad no room at the 
hotel on the night of August 4, 1880; 
his name appears on the register of that 
date, but there is no room assigned against 
it, and if he bad had one the book would 
show it, as also the cash boob. 
There is no 
evidence of it in either, and hence I am posi­ 
tive he did not have a room in the hotel on 
that night. 
The book shows that E. Heck, 
of Freeport, had room 36 from 8 o’clock on 
the morning of the 5th until 5 o’clock in the 
evening. 
Room 35, adjoining or communi­ 
cating with 3G, which would be the one de­ 
scribed by Mr. Landes as the one he occupied 
on tbe night of the 4:h, was not occupied 
! that night, and the key to it remained upon 
1 the key-board of the office. 
E. Hack regis­ 


tered on the morning of the 5th, and the key 
was given her at that time. 
The examination was here adjourned until 
half-past 9 this morning. 


C h b istm as E n te r ta in m e n ts .—L ast even­ 
ing the pupils and friends of the Sixth-street 
M ethodist Church held an en tertainm ent in 
the church.

. . . T h e Chinese Mission and Young M en’s 
Christian Association, under patronage of 
the W estm inster Presbyterian Church, held 
its Christm as festival last evening, a t the 
rooms of the organization on Fourth street, 
between I and J . 
There was a large attend­ 
ance. 
The pupils of the school were about 
50 in number. Miss Johns presided, aided by 
the local missionary Y et Chee Sing. 
There 
wa3 singing, scripture recitation, rem arks by 
Rev. H . II. Rica and Y et Chee Sing, and 
a distribution of presents from a Christmas 
tree. 
These presents consisted of books, use­ 
ful articles of clothing, and toys for the boys.
